portion ot the gun deck was sprung. 
The starboard shaft was bent 
and 


the starboard propeller cracked. 


The Alabama suffered severe dam- 


age to two of her six-inch,' guns, one 
of them, being bent badly. 
A1 com- 


partment around a casement on the 
port side foward is leaking. 
Both 


ships will go to the navy yard for re- 
pairs. 


Ordinary Seaman Corbett, 'who was 


injured by the fall of a/ davit holding 
one of the boats on the Illinois, was 
more seriously hurt than was at first 
reported. 
One of his legs was. ampu- 


tated on the day following the collis- 
ion, and on Thursday it 
was found 


necessary to amp-utate an arm also. 
Ordinary Seaman Hanley was 
also 


hurt by the fall of the same davit.

TWO ECLIPSES THIS MONTH 


One Of The Moon Ami One Of Th« 


Sun 


There are to be two eclipses this 


month, neither of them visible to bur- 
selves, however. StiLl it is a matter 
of interest to know about them. The 
first is a total eclipse of the 
moon, 


which will occur August 4. It will be 
visible in the central 
and western 


parts of our continent, in Alaska, As- 
ia and Australia. The reason it will 
not be seen In this section is that the 
inoon will have set at the hour of the 
eclipse; farther .west it will still be 
above the horizon. 


The second eclipse of the month Is 


a partial eclipse of the sun, occurring 
August 19. It will be 
remembered 


that the cause of the eclipse of the 
sun is the moon's coming directly be- 
tween that body and the earth; and, 
If the moon's conical shadow touches 
the earth, in passing it describe* a 
path, of greater or less, widtli, with- 
in which the eclipse is seen to be to- 
tal; but, over a wide area, each side 
of that path, it is seen only ae par- 
tial. In the present 
instance, 
the 


moon's declination Is so far north 
that the shadow Is thrown, entirely 
leyond the north pole out into space; 
but also a considerable area in and 
adjacent to the Arctic regions., Ta- 
coma and Seattle will see this eclipse 
as will a large part of western Brit- 
ish America and nearly all of Alas- 
ka. 


A close conjunction 
be&ween 
the 


moon and the planet Saturn will be 
seen the night of August 6, the moon 
being slightly south of Saturn. On 
the 15th there will be a conjunction 
cf the planet Jupiter with the moon, 
the two being seen near each other 
early that morning in the east, Jupi- 
er now emerging from the sun's light 
and rising before that orb. Oa the 
22nd the three day old moon -will be 
n conjunction 'with Venus, but the 
two bodies quite far apart. 
The 


moon is always in crescent 
form 


when passing Venus, whether in the 
morning, or the evening sky; rarely 
the two bodies are so related as to 
piesent a charming "star and cres- 
cent" stirring the souls of Oriental

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POULTRY HOUSE CONVENIENCES 


Handy 
Device* for the 
Raiser of 


Poultry. 


Loottng after a flock of poultry re- 


quires a good many steps, and it is 
•well to plan the houses ana yards so 
as to save all the strength and time 
possible. The soil In tJhe houses must 
be renewed every year. Instead of 
having the fences which separate one 
yaird from the other all put up perma- 
nently, a large gate can be made close 
to each house so that the team which 
r&raores the old soil and brings new 
can go close to the front windows, 
through which the earth can be 
thrown, saving the handling of it two 
or three times. 'Some convenient in- 
ternal arrangements of the pouUry 
house are shown in the acpompanying 
illustration. 
Ground oyster shell is 


now considered a necessity in every 
house and is kept by the fowls a.'l 
the time. Instead of throwing it on 
the ground, have a box or an old fruit 
can. nailed to the partition to keep it 
in. For water dishes nothing is better 
than «.n old paint-keg cut down half 
way with one stave left for a handle. 
The old paint still sticking to the 
inside of the keg may be cleaned oft 
by filling the keg with wood ashes 
well saturated with water, which after 


being allowed to soak awhile may ba 
cleaned out, when the paint will como 
with it. This water dish is set on a 
low platform or box to prevent the 
hens scratching the sand into it and 
yet low enough to allow them to drink 
conveniently. 
The feed box for the 


morning feeding of warm dough ought 
not to be simply a pan or board planed 
on the ground in the middle of the 
(house to receive the scratchings and 
droppings of the hens. It is made, 
as shown in the engraving, by fasten- 
ing a board from six to eight inches 
wMo like a shelf to the side of the 
pen about six inches from the ground, 
provided with a slatted cover to pre- 
vent the fowls from getting their feet 
into the food. 
Thi s cover may be 


hung on hinges or leather straps and 
lipld up, while the dough is being put 
in, by a strap on the partition above. 
Both dishes and shelf can be on one 
side, and much room saved. A plat 
farm i:s provided under the roost to 
catch the droppings, and under this 
the nests are placed, with access for 
the hens on the bark side so that thi^y 
will bo dark.

taught heifer to milk—he trains her. 
The former word implies the exercise 
of brute force, which should never be 
used with dairy cows, and least of all 
with the timid young things which 
are just having their first experience 
in maternity and lactation. 
The writ- 


er of this had two 
young heifers, 


wihich had their first calves within 
about a wwek of each other. The en- 
graving shows how they were taught 
to stand still and be_ milked. The yard 
was inclosed by an old-fas'hkmod iail 
fence, and when the first heifer came 


in she was enticed by a pail of feed 
into one of the angles. A light rail 
was then slipped into plaeo just high 
enough to hold her there. 
She had 


always been accustomed to kind treat- 
ment and handling; so, after a little 
patting on the head, nock, side and 
be lew, the work of milking began by 
reaching under the rail. Of course, 
sho was fn ghtened and Indignant at 
first, but 
sho was held where .che 


could do no Inrm, and soon learned 
that she WTS not to be hurt. 
After 


two or three such lessons she stood 
perfecting quiet behind the rail to be 
milked, and in less than a week she 
would stand unrestrained in any part 
of the yard while the nu Ikor sat down 
on a stool by her side and performed 
he milking. When the second heifer 
came in, sho was given the same treat- 
ment, and soon no two cows in the 
icrd gave loss trouble than the two 
oungsters.

Blind Staggers in Hogs. 


Bliiid staggers is a somewhat com- 


mon disease of the hog. or rather It 
s a symptom. 
If the animals have 


been on pasture through Ihe summer, 
with little or no corn, and arc then put 
n the fattening pen and given all 
the corn they will oit, blind staggers 
are likely to develop in the first two 
weeks. The proper thing to do is to 
et a stout man straddle tho hog while 
it is stanrlimg up, end slip the noo.so 
of a stout cord or small rope over the 
nose and upper jaw, and another cord 
over the lower jaw. With these pull 
the mouth open 
Take hold of the 


tongue uitlh the left hand and puil it 
well out, holding the head up, and 
from a paper or spoon in the risrht 
land rour half toa-spoonful of calomel 
as far back on tho tongue as pos- 
sible, and lot the an; mal go. 
This 


dose' is all that need be given in a 
majority of cases, but it will be pru- 
dent to add a couple of tahlcspoonfuls 
of salts Iho next day. or as soon as 
Hie animal shows any desire to eat, 
and d necessary this amount may be 
divided into two or three doses. At 
The time of year when fattening be- 
gins, if any of the hogs do not take 
kindly to ihe corn, and It Is often the 
case, it will be found of great benefit 
to give one-third of a level teaspoon- 
ful of calomel each morning for three 
or four morning.=, and if they exhibit 
any signs of worms, add nearly as 
much snntonme to each dose. In a 
few day a there will bo a marked im- 
provement in their eating, and Uiey 
will be ns lively as a six weeks' pig, 
and there will be no further fear of 
blind staggers.

CLEANLINESS IN THE DAIRY. 


What to Do and What Not to Do to 


Secure It. 


Thorough carding and brushing are 


indispensable 
for cleanliness. 
The 


waste of the skin, the scale or dan- 
druff which peels off, and all loose 
hairs are taken off, and the dried per- 
spirait. cm which has a disagreeable 
odor, and is reully an excrement, is 
removed. The friction is exceedingly 
beneficial to the animals, stimulating 
the skin, encouraging the perspiration 
and removing from the blood those 
used up waste matters which are of- 
fensive, and would, i,f not thus got rid 
of, escape with tho milk. 


Exposure to foul air is unclcaniincss 


Tho stables should not only be well 
cleaned 
and purified 
by plenty of 


fres-h litter ajid plaster, which neutral- 
izes the odor of a stable, but also by 
ample vend latiou with abundant spa.ce 
for each cow. 


Good health is one of the elements 


of cleanliness, for disease of any kind 
Is alivays productive of 
fetor 
of 


breath, or exhalation, or excrement, 
which being caused by a wrong inter- 
nal co'idution will certainly affect the 
milk. 


Clean food «• another clement of 


cleanliness, and pure water is in- 
cluded. 
Perhaps there is no other 


place except a chemist's laboratory 
where greater attention must bo given 
to secure perfect cleanliness, includ- 
ing the stable as a most important 
part of It. 


Decreasing of Wool. 


A scr'es of patent'; has been grant- 


ed to a Gorman company coxering 
new methods and machinery for Ihe 
dogrcasing of wool by a dry process. 
This is successfully performed by the 
use of infusorial earth used a.s an 
absoibont which Is applied to the wool 
with greit force by a current of air by 
specially coivtructed but inexpensive 
nvaohinory. The wool Is domed and 
dogrcapori evenly throughout.

has many advantages 
in the 


treatment of sKin wools--now cleaned 
by strong alkalies—as Iho dyes take 
better which .'.s nn important point 
In tho nianuf.idturo of lino military 
and other cloths In dfillca.'o colors. 


Milk of Various Qualities. 


Jerseys and Guornsoyb, by somo 


people incorrectly called Alderneys, 
produce a rich milk, on which the 
cream rsos quickly and completely; 
this is a decided advantage to those 
who wish to raise cream, but not if 
the milk is to bo used whole. It may 
be a positive disadvantage, in ;-omo 
cases, to have the cream separate to'i 
soon. 
Durham and Ayrshire 
cows 


give milk of an average quality from 
which the cream rises slowly, and on 
this account they aro sometimes said 
to be good "milkman's cows." Holstpin 
milk usually has a small proportion 
of fat or cream, but some families of 
the "black and whites" supply a prod- 
not of excellent quality. The Holstem 
cows are noted for producing enor- 
mous quantities of nulk.

EXTRACTED OR COMB HONEY, 


How An Increased Crop Can Be Easily 


Obtained. 


The greatest yield of honey can ba 


obtained by extracting, as it can be 
extracted 
from the 
combs without 


awaiting their sealing up. It seems 
to take the bees about, as long to seal 
over the combs as to nil them with 
loney. 
We can. therefore, get dou- 


ble the number of pounds of extracted 
aoncy that we can of comb. Besides 
keeping the combs emptied of dho:r 
contents, there is the additional ad- 
vantage of keeping the bees working 
along filling the combs. 
Bees thus 


treated are not so liable to swarm, 
as they have at all times abundance 
of room for storing honey. It is true 
we may give them laigo surplus room, 
but when this is filled with comb 
honey, it is not completed. 
Several 


days are noc.essary to ripen the honey 
and seal the cells. Wimh limited stor- 
age room they make, preparations to 
swarm, and then 
plentiful storage 


room will not prevent ic. Of the two 
methods of producing honey, comb 
and extracted, the lattor does not re- 
quire more than half the labor. 
It 


has been said that extracted honey 
does not bring as high a price. Hut 
In the majority of cases the apiarist 
Is 
making more money from 
ex- 


tracted honey bec-auso he i« producing 
three or more pounds to one. 
True, 


there are a few specialists who make 
the raising of comb honey a study, 
and those probably receive the great- 
est profits. But the masses find much 
difficulty in priHuring comb honey, 
whe-ii they can easily produce InrRf- 
crops of extracted. To succeed pr. p- 
erly in 
raising 
profitable crops 
of 


comb honey loquiros the greatest skill 
and study of anything connected with 
the apiary. 


Location of a Hive. 


A In.ve should never face north of 


an o-isl or west 
lino, the majority 


favoring a southerly direction. Tho 
reason given for this is that the morn- 


ing sun entices tho bees out to work 
earlier in tho day while a northern 
exposure keeps them in later and in 
winter is almost sure to result in 
the loss of I ho colony in northern la.ii- 
tudo from our rigorous north winds 
blowing in at the entrance and the 
confinement of the bees caused by 
the entrance being In the shade on 
mild, sunshiny days when the bees 
In hives facing south fly freely. 


Always confine cows In a stable to 


be milked. It i& better than having 
them chase one another around the 
yard. 


Have the stable clean, and have 'the 


cow clean, or you can't get clean miik 
Lime and whMcwash for wails am 
posts is a good thing. Land plaster 
Is a good absorbent in the stable. 


Before commencing to milk, brusr 


all loose d n from tho sides and 
udder ot the cow. 


After a litrtle manipulation of the 


teats and u Idcr, tho milk is ready 10 
"come down." Then is tho time to 
take it. and do not delay. 


Milk,as rapidly as possible withoii: 


irritating or worrying the cows. 


No definite rule can be given as to 


how te-aits s-hould be handled in milk- 
Cng. as cows differ and hands differ so 
much; but be sure of one thing, please 
the cow if possible.

Th« 
difference is due to what is termed 
in chronology style, being the differ- 
ence between the methods (or rath- 
er the methods Uiem&elves) of reck- 
oning time according to the 
Julian 


amd Gregorian calendar?. Old Style 
is founded on the -fonticr, and New 
Style on the latter. Russia uses the 
Old Style and the United States tho 
New Style, which makes the differ- 
ence now existing in days. 


Prior to 1582 the Julian calendar 


prevailed 
throughout 
Europe, 
hut 


Pope Gregory XIII then issued a de- 
cree establishing the Gregorian cal- 
endar, and ordering the deduction of 
ten days from the year 1582, making 
Oct. 15, 1582, what was by the Jul- 
ian calendar, Oct. 5. 


The change was recognised 
and 


accepted the same day in Spain, Por- 
tugal and a part of Italy. In France 
and Lorraine the change was made 
in the following December, this exam- 
ple being followed five days later by 
Holland. Brabant, Fland/ers, Artois, 
and Halnault.

made in 1583-4, and in Germany the

be 


appointed. 


"There are various reasons," ar- 


gued the person who gave the infor- 
mation, "why Father O'Leary will be 
the choice for bishop. He is in the 
prime of life, energetic, scholarly, and 
is conversant with the affairs of the 
diocese, owing to the position he has 
held as chancellor under Bishop De- 
lany. He is an eloquent orator and 
is in every way fitted for the 
high 


position, directing the spiritual wel- 
fare of the Catholics of New Hamp- 
shire and looking after the valuable 
interests of the diocese. His appoint- 
ment would bring joy to the Catho- 
lics not only of Manchester but in 
every part of the diocese. It must be 
remembered that Bishop Delaney held 
the same position of chancellor un- 
der the late Bishop Bradley, and a 
priest in that station gains a thor- 
ough knowledge of the affairs of the 
diocese.

HOW INDIA IS RULED. 


Hard Work of Officials and Gomnor 


Sense It the Keynote. 


England's rule in lndl;a does not 


rest "cl.he- upon the sword or upon 
the eternal ,AoralK\C«," 
but 
rather 


upon the practical common sense and 
hard work of its district officers—"the 
men in the plains," as Lord Cur^on 
called them. The 259 districts into 
which British India lis divided 
vary 


greatly in area and their populations 
range, roughly speaking, between 2* 
OOO.OUO and 750,000. There are infinite 
varieties 
of 
climate, 
agriculture, 


race, religion and language, but the 
unit is the sunie and the district offi- 
cers discharge similar functions and 
incur similar responsibilities, whether 
they be working in remote Assam or 
In more accessible Bombay. The dis- 
trict officer of the 
plains 
and 
his 


British colleagues live 
during 
the 


summer in the furnace-like heat which 
Kipling nnd others 
have 
pictured. 


Lord Curzon Is said to have used no 
exaggeration in describing the fierce- 
ness of tho summer 
when 
he 
said 


that "the skies are like brass, 
the 


earth is like iron 
and 
during tho 


greater part of the day every chink 
and crevice must be closed to keep 
out the ravening air." 


There is not much leisure for the 


Englishmen, since the work of ruling 
a million or so of often very helpless 
people preoccupies them from dawn to 
darkness. In the older provinces the 
district officer IB known by the sug- 
gestive nanif of collector, for he is 
primarily responsible for collecting 
the dues of government. He is, how- 
ever, something more than a collec- 
tor: he in a hind agent on a grand 
scale, and is more concerned in en- 
abling the people to live and prosper 
than he is in exacting the lent or land 
revenue. This, which is England's old- 
est source of revenue in India, is also 
the most important both to the gov- 
ernment, to which it brings over $95,- 
0011,000, and to the people, whose well- 
being and happiness depend 
chiefly 


on moderation in assessment and on 
honesty and humanity in collection. 


It is the district officer 
who must 


prevent 
I ho powerful from throwing 


their burden of taxation on the weak, 
lie must check oppression, unfairness 
and prejudice on the part of his In- 
dian subordinates in 
their dealings 


with the people, and he must detect at 
once any sign ot decadence or symp- 
tom of decay In the village and its 
agriculture. The district officer must, 
be an 
all-round man. He 
superin- 


tends the excise and assesses the in- 
come, license and other taxes, and ho 
is responsible for the finance of his 
district. 
But the collector or 
land 


agent 
has 
other 
most important 


duties. 
He is the magistrate of the 


district. 
He represents the govern- 


ment, he maintains peace and order, 
he controls the police and is responsi- 
ble for the jail.

PARAGUAY AN ISOLATED LAND. 


The Least Known of All tht South 


American Countrie*. 


Few people have any idea of where 


Paraguay Is except that it Is some- 
where in South America. , Geographi- 
cally it is the most isolated of the 
South American co-mtries, for it is 
well in the interior vet it is quite ac- 
cessible through 
ttoe great 
rivers 


which empty Into the Atlantic. Good 
steamships run from Montevideo and 
Buenos Ayres up the Plate, the Para- 
na and the Paraguay 
to 
Asuncion, 


taking six .or seven days for the voy- 
age. 
In its geographical situation it 


has been compared to the state of 
Illinois, for the Paraguay 
and 
the 


Parana rivers come together at the 
southern apex much as the Ohio and 
the Mississippi join. In size, how- 
ever, it is several times as large. 


Paraguay has preserved its indivi- 


duality more than that of any other 
South American state. The 
native 


stock is Guaranl Indian, and the Gua- 
rani Indians were almost as strong as 
the Araucanians in Chili. The Jesuits 
who established a mission 
at 
Asun- 


cion in 153C gave them the veneer of 
Christian civilization, and 
for cen- 


turies they were a peaceful agricul- 
tural people. The Jesuits were expell- 
ed by the Spanish government in 17 07, 
and then came a relapse in the condi- 
of the people with occasional recov- 
eries and a fair degree of peaceful 
pursuits. 


When the South American countries 


were revolting from Spain, Paraguay 
was able to set up its independent 
government without much of a fight. 
The country was too isolated 
to be 


held by force. Until recent years the 
whole aspiration of the people was 
for isolation. This was one cause that 
made the dictatorship of Dr. Francia 
possible. He was elected life dictator 
in 181G, and maintained his despotism, 
which was a form of benevolent ter- 
rorism, until 3840. His whole aim was 
to keep Paraguay 
from 
intercourse 


with the rest of the world. 


After Dictator Francia came Dicta- 


tor Carlos Antonio Lopez, under whom 
some semblance of 
popular govern- 


ment was established, but the policy 
of isolation was maintained. 
It was 


this that caused the United States in 
the fifties to make a naval demonstra- 
tion, in order to secure the right of 
free navigation for its own and other 
ships on the inland water course. 


Carlos Lopez passed the succession 


to his son, Francisco Lopez, and it 
was under the latter that the devastat- 
ing war with the allied forces of Ar- 
gentina, Uruguay and 
Brazil were 


fought. 
It lasted from 18f>3 to 1S70, 


and during that time 170,000 men and 
50.000 women perished in battle, or 
from disease and privations. Tho wo- 
men fought with the men. 
When hos- 


tilities broke out the population, ac- 
cording to the best estimates, was be- 
tween 440,000 and 450,000. 
In 1813, 


three years after the conclusion of the 
war, 
an apparonily accurate census 


showed a tola! population of 221,uOO, 
of which only 29,000 were males over 
fifteen years of age, and 100,000 fe- 
males over fifteen. 


Notwithstanding the tearful cost of 


tho war Paraguay recruited her popu- 
lation, and managed to 
maintain 
a 


passably good government, and since 
INTO the country has had fewer revolu- 
tions than is usual in South America. 
Argentine influence has been stronger 
in Paraguay 
than 
that 
of Brazil, 


though the country borders both. 


Paraguay has no coinage system of 


its own. 
The coins 
of 
the 
other 


South American countries 
circulate 


there, both gold and silver, but the 
national currency is paper notes. As 
Argentina has 
a 
gold 
redemption 


fund for its currency and as Para- 
guay's relations with Argentina 
are 


commercially closer than 
with 
the 


other countries, this 
Agentine 
gold 


helps to furnish a standard for meas- 
uring the Paraguayan paper money. 


The chief product of Paraguay is 


Paraguayan tea.

A series of experiments, conducted 


toy Dr. Philip B. Hawk, demonstrator 
of physiological chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, has proved 
that swimming is the most beneficial 
eircise. He visited the dressing rooms 
at the athletic field, and immediately 
before each athlete left for his exer- 
cise drew blood from him by means of 
the regularly prepared sterile needle. 
Then, when the athlete returned to 
the dressing room, after 
running, 


jumping, pole-vaulting or engaging in 
water polo, the needle would again be 
brought into play, and a second sam- 
ple of blood drawn. Analysis of the 
blood, to discover how far each exer- 
cise Increased the number of re 1 cor- 
puscles, showed tffaT water polo nnd 
other forms of swimming resulted in 
the largest Increase. The swimming 
exercises were thus shown to be the 
most beneficial; for the greater the 
number of red corpuscles the richer 
is the blood. 
Swimming resulted i.i 


an average increase of 21 per c;;m. a:> 
against 17 per cent, for t^.o next best 
exercise—short distance running. 


After one of 
these 
examinations, 


during the athletic season, while the 
men were in the pink of condition and 
exerting themselves to the utmost. Dr. 
Hawk found the following results, in 
round numbers, from the count of the 
blood corpuscles: Percentage of gain 
after the 100-yard dash, 23; 125-yard 
hurdles, 21.5; half-mile run, 18; mile 
run, 14; two-mile run, 9; broad jump, 
six jumps, 
15; three-minute water 


polo game, 27. 


The blood of the average college 


athlete contains 5,600,000 
red cor- 


puscles per cubic millimeter, 
while 


that of the average man contains but 
from 4,500,000 to 5,000.000. Exercise 
increases the number of these corpus- 
cles by bringing into circulation 
a 


great number of cells that ordinarily 
lie inactive. In addition to showing 
that swimming is the best means of 
awakening 
these 
corpuscles. 
Dr. 


Hawk's experiments indicated that, in 
all forms of exercise, the briefer ef- 
forts produce better results than the 
longer efforts. 
Running 
100 
yards 


caused an increase of 25 per cent, ki 
the number of red corpuscles, while, a 
two-mile run resulted in an increase 
of but 9 per cent. Short dashes on a 
bicycle produced an Increase of 1C 
per cent.; longer bicycle rides of but 
10 per cent.—World's Work.

steer" breed of cattle covered tb.» 
grazing grounds of the 
Southwest. 


They were the descendants of the 
long-horned cattle which the early 
Spanish explorers and adventurers 
brought from their homes across the 
seas. Hundreds of thousands of them 
ranged the unfenced pastures, render- 
ing little more than a small tribute of 
hid** and tallow to the Mexican 
or 


beef to the Indian. Finally, the cow- 
boy came into existence, and theaa 
wild denizens of the plains were drag- 
ged from their high estate and be- 
came the subjects
